Fine Arts a Priority at BCS 

My first exposure to art education came from 
my first grade teacher, Miss Marshall. She had 
the most beautiful voice and would play the piano, 
in our classroom, as we sang along. Colouring and 
painting came next where I was taught to move 
beyond black and white to a rainbow of colours. 
Later, Mr. White taught us music and he would go 
through at least one-yard stick per class. His enthu- 
siasm and passion would often take over and he 
would smack the stick on his desk to get our atten- 
tion or to make a point. Once high school hit I was 
encouraged to be "serious" and focus on the impor- 
tant subjects such as Latin and Physics. There was 
little opportunity or encouragement to continue tak- 
ing arts classes. 

Today, the arts continue to struggle as budget 
cuts leave less money available for specialists and 
materials. Schools are being forced to decide which 
courses will be taught and where priorities will be 
given. Too often it is the Arts that are diminished or 
cut all together. 

Not so at BCS. 

BCS and KHC have strong traditions in music, 
theatre and art and these are the foundation of our 
arts program today. All students in Forms II and III 
receive regular instruction in each medium and 
there are seldom students in the senior forms with- 
out at least one arts course. But it doesn't stop there. 




Most nights, students are welcome in the art class- 
room while three bands and the choir each have 
two practice sessions a week. The Players' Club not 
only exposes students to acting but also the many 
other tasks to be fulfilled in order for a production 
to be successful. 

The 20/20 Vision Capital Campaign has, from the 
start, recognized the need to up-grade our arts facil- 
ities and the initial plans are exciting. Music and 
Drama rehearsal areas will soon be side by side 
while the Art room will move to larger facilities in 
the old library. Opportunities for students to devel- 
op their artistic side will be that much greater as a 
result. 

There is considerable research showing the ben- 
efits of the arts in the development of children and 
teenagers. But even if there were not, one needs 
only to look at how often children use an artistic 
form to express themselves when the words just 
won't come. In the aftermath of September 11* 
when we are all trying to come to grips with the 
violence and devastation in New York City and 
Washington, isn't it reassuring to know that our chil- 
dren are taught how to deal with their feelings with- 
out resorting to physical violence or verbal abuse?

Academic Excellence Continues at BCS

My second year as Director of Academics at BCS 
was very busy and productive, as it was for all 
teachers and staff who work here. There were 
many highlights: 

• several students won awards for their outstand- 
ing work, 

• two teachers were honored for their commitment 
to education and young people, 

• BCS teachers participated in a number of meet- 
ings to determine how we can improve our aca- 
demic program, and 

• we confirmed our participation in our second 
evaluation with the Canadian Educational Stan- 
dards Institute (CESI). 

BCS students distinguished themselves in a num- 
ber of local, regional, national and international 
competitions last year. Lily Dionne-Jermanovich 
placed S""^ among 10,000 entries in the Royal Com- 
monwealth Essay Competition; BCS students won 
1st, 2nd^ and S""^ place prizes and had the largest 
number of published works in the Montreal Jewish 
Public Library's First Fruits competition; Lauren 
Morgan and Luke Kozinski placed l^t and 2^^ 
respectively in the Canadian Association of Inde- 
pendent School's Scholar Competition; several stu- 
dents had their work published in A Celebration of 
Young Poets - Canada, 2001; Lauren Morgan also 
received an Honorable Mention in the CBC Short 
Story Contest, which was also open to professional 
writers; and finally, four students in Form V 
received Certificates of Merit in the Canadian 
National Young Historians Essay Competition. 

Catherine Evans and Albert MacDonald were rec- 
ognized for their contributions to education. Mrs. 
Evans received the Prime Minister's Award for 
Teaching Excellence in English, which included a 
$1,000 gift for BCS to be used at Mrs. Evans' discre- 
tion. Mr. MacDonald received the Don Patrick Out- 
standing Achievement Award for Education from 
the town of Lennoxville. 

This year, BCS will take part in its second (CESI) 
Internal and External Evaluation. BCS has been an 
accredited member of CESI since 1995; CESI evalu- 
ations occur every seven years for member schools. 
The goal of CESI is to "develop and promote high 
educational standards for schools in Canada. . .while 
recognizing the independence, integrity, and 
uniqueness of its individual member schools." 
Schools are evaluated based on their own mission 
and objectives as reported in their Internal Evalua- 
tion and in terms of the Institute's ten Standards for 
Accreditation of Schools. These Standards range 
from the school's Mission, its Academic Program to 
Plant Management. Today, there are over forty CESI 



member schools in Canada. BCS will conduct an 
Internal Evaluation this fall, which will provide evi- 
dence to CESI that BCS meets, and often exceeds, 
the Standards of the Institute. More important, we 
hope that Internal Evaluation will establish an even 
clearer direction for the School for the next several 
years. 

Many staff members have benefited from Profes- 
sional Development (PD) in the last school year. 
The French, Math, Science, Social Science and Eng- 
lish as a Second Language departments took part in 
PD conferences. The entire BCS Faculty traveled to 
Stanstead College in late August for a joint session 
to hear Kathie Nunnely, a high school teacher, 
mother of four and brain researcher from Utah. Dr. 
Nunnely spoke of Layered Curriculum and its links 
to her research. (Those interested can view her 
work at www.brains.org?} We hope to establish 
more productive academic links between Stanstead 
and BCS. Other conferences this fall included 
Advanced Placement (AP) conferences for English 
and Biology, a North American conference for Biol- 
ogy teachers and the National Association of Inde- 
pendent Schools' conference for English teachers. 

The BCS curriculum has undergone a number of 
changes for this year. Geometry is being revived in 
Form IV as a way of providing increased depth of 
knowledge for those students hoping to have 
greater success in math in the senior Forms. World 
History in Form VI is being revised so that it pro- 
vides a more effective base for students intent on 
taking AP History in Form VII. AP courses in French 
Language in Form VI and French Literature in Form 
VII were solidified for this year. Finally, Ellen 
Goldfinch, our school librarian, in consultation with 
Department Heads, has produced the BCS Research 
and Information Skills curriculum. It represents the 
skills we feel students should master by the end of 
each Form. 

An English as a Second Language (ESL) resource 
teacher was hired for this year. Tiffany Crook will 
be an advocate of ESL students, she will create 
resources for ESL students, provide support to sub- 
ject area teachers (evaluation, teaching strategies), 
and will help create materials for teachers to use 
with their ESL students. 

The '01 -'02 year promises to be exciting and hec- 
tic with the CESI evaluation added to the day-to-day 
routine. As with any challenge, however, BCS will 
achieve excellence and both students and faculty 
will continue to gain recognition for their achieve- 
ments.

Look at the Scholarships and 
Bursaries. Thanks to the generosity 
of donors, many 
of you here 
tonight, there is 
now over $10 
million in the 
BCS Founda- 
tion. The recom- 
mended conser- 
vative pay-out is 5% and $500,000 
is not enough to maintain the quali- 
ty of student that BCS has and 
deserves. 

We need more than that. We need 
to keep the best teachers. We need 
to enroll the best students. 

In order to do that, we have to be 
able to afford them - not just with

and best students 

their salaries, not just with financial 
assistance, but also with the quality 
of the place in which they work. 

The 20/20 Vision Campaign is 
about taking BCS to the next level. 

At several points in its history, 
BCS has seen individuals or groups 
of individuals step forward. So far 
in this campaign, there have been 
over 400 individuals who have done

This 
Endeavour will do for our Adven- 
ture Training program what the 
20/20 Vision Campaign will do for 
the School. It will take it to a new 
level - a level which, until now, 
we could only dream of. 

Then there's the younger genera- 
tion. 

There's Geoff 
Belisle of the 
Classof '88- 
Geoff Belisle, 
who played Fred- 
erick in Pirates of 
Penzance and half 
the plant in 
Little Shop of 
Horrors - 
Geoff Belisle, 
who at the 




is single-handedly funding a schol- 
arship by donating $5,000 a year for 
the next five 
years. 

And then 
there are the 
women of 
King's Hall. 
They never 
went to 

BCS for more than a dance or 
two or three. But make no mis- 
take, the culture of their School 
is very much part of BCS today. So 
far, they represent our largest 
donor group - nearly half the 
total number of donors. In 
fact, there have been 
almost 200 King's Hall 
donors who have con- 
tributed over $1.4 million to 
the campaign. 

$1.4 million from women who 
never went to BCS. Christopher 
Ondaatje didn't go to BCS; Geoff 
Belisle did. They have all shown the 
kind of leadership that is typical of 
BCS - a kind of leadership that 
stays with a person throughout his 
or her life. 

This has been 
proven to us by the 
leadership of Sena- 
tor Hartland Mol- 
son. Senator Mol- 
son, as you all 
know, kicked off 
this campaign with an incredible 
gift of $5 million. 

It is staggering that he is so gen- 
erous to our School. 

There were no strings attached to 
this gift. He did not designate it to 
endowment or to buildings or to any- 
thing. He did not ask for his name to 
be attached to anything. Rather he 
trusted the wisdom and the leader- 
ship of the School to use it correctly. 
He hoped that his $5 mil- 
lion would serve as an 
incentive to others to help 
so that BCS would truly 
move to the next level. 






A lot of people - a lot of people 
- have heard him, have made gifts. 
In fact, today, just over a year since 
we launched the 20/20 Vision Cam- 
paign, we have received in pledges 
over $12 million. 

We're not going to start the 
building until the rest of the money 



is raised. I'll repeat that: we're not 
going to start the building until the 
money is raised. 

Endowment is too important. 

Everybody in the BCS con- 
stituency will be asked to participate 
in the Capital Campaign. This is not 
Annual Giving. This is not going to 



happen every year. But now is the 
time when we need everybody to 
help to take our School to the next 
level. Please, yes, maintain your 
Annual Giving. Please also, help 
BCS to become even better than the 
School that we're so proud of today.

Admissions 



I appreciate working with families who want the 
very best for their children - families who know 
the value of a boarding school experience and 
quickly become aware of the family-like environ- 
ment for which BCS is so well known. 

The Admissions Team of Maggie George, 
Theresa Loubier and Nathalie Saad (BCS 98) 
have had a great year and met our goals for the 
2001 academic year. At School opening, we wel- 
comed 256 students from 25 different countries 
world-wide. 

Eighty-six percent of our students are placed in 
English First Language classes; 22% were placed in 
First Language French. At 46%, the number of girls 
at BCS is at an all-time high. 

BCS boasts a strong family environment; this year 
47% have a family connection with BCS. We have 
21 "legacy" students who have had a parent or 
grandparent attend BCS or KHC. The number of 
students who are here with a sibling or have had a 
sibling attend is 96. There are also five additional 
students who have had cousins here. 

The Admissions Office has several new initiatives 
underway for this year. Nathalie Saad is our BCS 
Liaison Officer and she will be in contact with all 
current and past Francophone families and alumni 
as part of a marketing survey for Admissions. 
Nathalie will also be visiting French private schools 
in Montreal to give Admission presentations to 
Grade 5 and Grade 6 students. She is currently in 
contact with parents to set up Information Sessions 
in Quebec City. BCS has also translated the 
"Resource Book", the "BCS Promotional Brochure" 
and the "Campus Day Flyer". Advertisements will be 
placed strategically in French newspapers and mag- 
azines throughout Quebec. 

The primary recruitment focus will be in Mon- 
treal through the QAIS and CAIS Boarding School 
Fairs, as well as Information Sessions in private 
French Elementary Schools. Our current families are 
doing an excellent job spreading the word about 
BCS. The Admissions Office will be in touch with 
all of them to continue to enlist their help in our 
recruiting efforts. 

Another initiative that was very successful last 
year and that we will repeat this year is our "BCS 
Campus Days" - this year on: 

• November 16*, 2001 

• February 1^\ 2002 

• March 8*, 2002 

• April 22nd^ 2002 

• May 27*, 2002. 

A total of 41 families joined us on campus to 
speak to the Head of School, Nancy Layton, and to 
faculty and staff. They came for a tour and lunch in 



our Dining Hall. Many students also took advantage 
of being here and wrote the required entrance tests. 

The Admissions Team is looking forward to the 
beginning of our new Admission Cycle and encour- 
ages our current families to continue to promote 
BCS.

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I first met Oggie Glass in the Spring before my 
New Boy year which was 1950. I was a member 
of the Prep h^ XI Cricket and we were playing our 
annual match in Ottawa against Ashbury. I did not 
realize it at the time but during that match I reached 
the zenith of my athletic career. I bowled a hat-trick, 
(three Ashburians in a row went down for ducks), 
almost braining Mr. Brain, the Ashbury Umpire, in 
the process. When we stopped for tea a nattily- 
dressed man walked up to me and said, "How did 
you do that?" 

"Luck, I guess, sir." 

"What's your name?" he asked. 

"Cowans," I said. 

"Are you Doug's son?" 

"Yessir." 

"Tell him Oggie Glass sends his regards. We both 
failed Form IV at BCS together." 

Little did I know that I had just had a conversa- 
tion with the Headmaster of Ashbury College who 
the following Fall would become Headmaster of 
BCS. 

Oggie Glass and I did meet again the following 
September, but the circumstances were not so per- 
sonal. I was a New Boy in the Upper and on the 
day that we arrived, we were told that the Head- 
master would talk to us. We gathered together in 
the old Hooper Library; Headmaster Glass walked 
in in gown and hood and said. "Welcome to BCS. 
You are all New Boys. Well so am I. We're going to 
learn the ropes together. I wish you luck. You're 
going to need it, but I'm going to need it more than 
any of you. Let's help each other." 

As Headmaster, Oggie Glass was a huge pres- 
ence around the School. Rhodes Scholar, superior 
athlete, accomplished public speaker and debater, 
strict disciplinarian, he set the standard of excel- 
lence for us all. His fierce competitive nature 



brought him to most school games and many prac- 
tices, but he also kept his eye on academic stan- 
dards, initiating the dreaded "Colour Board" to spur 
on the inept and the lazy. From opening prayers in 
the morning until well into the evening, when he 
often visited the Houses during Prep, his influence 
upon masters and students was indisputable. He 
taught Current Affairs to some classes; he coached 
1st Football with Sam Abbott and Ted Pilgrim, and 
he often roamed the halls and locker room making 
sure that everything was ship-shape. If he found 
anything not to his liking, we heard about it next 
morning at Prayers. Before any away trips, we were 
always told to, "Reflect credit on your School." His 
pride in his School was unparalleled and his great- 
est wish was that every boy and master would feel 
the same way. 

When I was Headmaster, as soon as Oggie 
arrived in North Hatley each Spring from Bermuda 
where he was living in those days, he would take 
me out for a martini lunch at the old St. George's 
Club. I would fill him in on what was going on. He 
was always concerned about the School, but he 
was also interested in me as he was with all his 
"Old Boys". On one of these occasions we were 
talking about writing student reports and I remind- 
ed him what he had written on mine. "A doubtful 
case." He frowned and said. "I always felt badly 
about that." 

"Why?" I said. "I never gave you a chance to 
write otherwise. Anyway look how things worked 
out. I've spent my life trying to prove you wrong." 

"Then, it worked," he said. 

Without a doubt, Oggie Glass was a great Head- 
master and I have always considered myself fortu- 
nate to have called him friend.

''Kip" Cobbett has given exemplary service to BCS 
and in May, he was named to the Heneker- 
Williams Society. Here follows the citation: 

"If you want to get a job done, give it to a busy 
man." While this adage was not written for Stu- 
art Hanson "Kip" Cobbett, it might well have 
been. When he graduated from Form VII after 
six years at BCS, he was described by the Head- 
master in these terms: 

[Kip] has been a constant supporter of Bishop's 
College School during his years and proved 
himself as a capable leader. That he is com- 
manding Officer of the Cadet Corps, Prefect in 
the School, Vice-Captain of the First Football 
Team, member of the First Teams in hockey 
and cricket, Editor-in-Chief of the School Mag- 
azine and active in many other areas, indicates 
a well-rounded, serious and enthusiastic per- 
son. 

That was in the spring of 1966. 

During the next ten years. Kip was active on 
the Alumni Association Board, serving as Pres- 
ident from 1978-1981. His resignation from that 
office coincided with his nomination to the 
Association Board, which he served for the next 
fifteen years, including a term as Chairman from 
1988-1991. During the late 80's - early 90's, Kip 
also sat on the Board of the BCS Foundation 
where he took his turn as Chairman from 1993- 
1995. In the midst of all this activity, from 1988- 
1991, Kip undertook to chair the Blueprint for 
the Future Capital Campaign. 

It was only a transfer to London, England, that 
brought this unparalleled service to a pause. 
Even there, as a member of the BCS Advisory 
Board - and more important, as an unflagging 
supporter of BCS - he helped to organize two 
BCS Alumni events. 

During the difficult economy of the late 80's, 
Kip's unfailing confidence in the School's future 
was infectious; his steady and decisive hand on 
so many aspects of policy ensured that BCS

developed responsibly and his powerful sup- 
port of the teachers encouraged them to make 
BCS better. 

"A constant supporter of Bishop's College 
School... a capable leader..." The Headmaster 
got it right. 

Frangois de Sainte Marie (BCS '65) spoke at the 
Heneker-Williams dinner to nominate Kip to the 
Society. Here follows some of what he said: 

We say that the heart of BCS is its teachers and 
its kids. And that is true in real time... But it's 
what BCS volunteers do in the past that deter- 
mines [our] future... 

Yes, Kip chaired the Capital Campaign that 
gave us the new gym, but less visible and of 
greater consequence, he recognized the need to 
reform the board, to establish budgetary con- 
trols, to establish short to long term financial 
planning, to build a strong endowment fund, to 
stay focused on serving our local market. He 
saw these things and the made them happen. 
He made them happen at a time when his pro- 
fessional career was at its most demanding. A 
BCS Chair, as I now know, inherits all the BCS 
problems that the public rarely sees. He was 
wonderful counsel to me when I was Chair, 
and he told me how his heart would sink when 
the Head would call with more problems. Yet 
he never ran from the problems. He fixed them. 
He never complained. He never asked for 
reward. He never refused BCS and when he 
left, he'd made it look easy. 

Today, the Board is well structured and orga- 
nized and ready to take on the world. Our 
finances are in order, our endowment fund is 
strong, our good reputation is growing. Kip was 
the right guy with the right stuff who out of 
generosity did the right things for the future of 
BCS. 

Kip's six years at BCS were not all joy, and his 
years of service were not always easy, but he has 
always known a good school when he sees one. 
He has given back - given back much more than 
he got (some people do that) - and BCS is better 
for it and grateful.

It is said that in moments of extreme stress, we find out what we're made of. 
We learn more about our compassion, about our strength of spirit, about 
our heart. We learn about our desire for revenge and about our desire to 
help. 

September 11''', 2001, was such a time and it was fascinating - and comfort- 
ing - to be here at BCS. We are fortunate to have St. Martin's Chapel as the place 
where every working day begins. By the time Morning Break began at 10:15 on 
that day, students with known New York or Washington connections had been 
informed of the events that were unfolding. The word went out that everyone 
was to go to the Chapel and within five minutes, the School was empty and the 
Chapel full. Perhaps half the people there already knew about the attack when 
Nancy Layton began with the words, "I've never had to make an announcement 
like this before...." Then, true to her style, she gave a clear, brief account of 
what had happened so far, emphasizing that it was too early to know who 
might be responsible. Chaplain Trish Peacock then asked everyone to pause for 
a short prayer for those whose lives must surely have been lost. 

As quickly as the Chapel had filled, so it emptied and office phones were 
made available to any student who might want to contact family or friend. Class- 
es resumed, but lesson plans were pre-empted by current events. 

Lunch was subdued as many students and staff hovered by whatever televi- 
sion or radio they could find. Crease went ahead as scheduled and by the time 
dinner rolled around, Ross Hall was as noisy as usual. 

The next day, about 75% of the School arrived at Chapel well before the bell, 
and they sat in reflective quiet. 

A catastrophe of this magnitude cannot but touch a community as far-reach- 
ing as our extended BCS family. The uncle of one young Form III boy was 
among the New York firemen who died trying to save lives. Another of the 
boy's uncles - also a New York fireman, but on holiday in Florida - drove home 
to search for his brother, and miraculously, he found his body, lying with the 
body of the person he was trying to save. 

While we know that many BCS/KHC Alumni have suffered personally in this 
time, as we go to press, we know of no Old Boy or Old Girl who was lost, and 
we are thankful - and hopeful that this will remain the case. 

And now, our small international community that is BCS looks out at a less 
certain world, and we hope that saner heads and kinder hearts will prevail. 

In his address to new parents at the beginning of the year, Peter White said: 
"This is a marvelous school. It has a character unlike any other. It has a reach 
that extends around the world and a vision to graduate young men and women 
set on making that world a better place." 

We have a lot to do.
